Subsection 1 of section 1728h of the statutes is
amended to read: Section 1728h. 1. Any person, firm or cor-
poration, agent or manager of any firm or corporation who,
whether for himself or for such firm or corporation, or by him-
self or through agents, servants or foremen, * * * gshall
employ, require, suffer or permit any person to work in any
employment prohibited under the provisions of section 1728a,
* * * or hinders or delays the commissioner of labor, the
factory inspector or assistant factory inspectors, or truant offi-
cers, or any or either of them, in the performance of their du-
ties, or refuses to admit or locks out any such officer from any
place required to be inspected by said sections, shall be deemed
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof, shall be
fined not less than * * * {en dollars nor more than * * ¢
two hundred dollars for each offense, or imprisoned in the
county jail not longer than thirty days.

CHAPTER 423.
AN ACT to amend subsection 7 of section 486a of the statutes,
relating to books of township libraries.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and

Assembly, do enact as follows:

SECcTION 1. Subsection T of section 486a of the statutes is
amended to read: (Section 486a) 7. It shall be the duty of the
county or district superintendent to keep on file in his office a
list of books in the library of each school distriet and to arrange
such lists by districts and towns in numerical and alphabetical
order. Guided by such lists and other information which may
have been obtained regarding the school libraries of the school
districts under his supervision, the county or district superin-
tendent shall make a selection for each school distriet under his
supervigion, the schoolhouse of which is located in his super-
intendent district, the books to be taken from the lists pre-
pared by the state superintendent. It shall also be his duty
to furnish each town clerk, village clerk and clerk of cities of
the fourth class under his jurisdiction with a list in duplicate
of the books designated for each distriet. The county or dis-
trict superintendent shall also certify to the county clerk the
names and numbers of the books sclected for each town, village
or city of the fourth class under his supervision. the price fixed
in the list issued by the state superintendent to be attached in
each case and the total cost of such books to be correctly sum-
marized and indicated. City superintendents of cities of the
fourth class shall in like manner certify to the county clerk the
cost of the hooks selected for the schools under their jurisdie-
tion. A duplicate copy shall be furnished to the company or
firm selected by the state department or commissioned to furnish
the books, periodicals, ete., for township libraries. The com-
pany or firm shall upon receipt of the list from the county, dis-
triet or city superintendent fill the order for each town, village
or city of the fourth class. as directed, said order when so filled
to be sent to the town. village or city clerk. The town, village
